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About Grandmothers 


There must be something divine about g¢randmothers—at 
least, most of them. A short time ago the grandmother of Mrs. 
Stanley Larson, wife of the young publisher of the Claremont 
Courier, passed from this world and went on to that place pre- 
pared for those who live the kind of a life that entitles them 
to a crown and eternal happiness. Below is the comment of 
Mr. Larson about that dear old lady whom he had come to love 
as much as though she had been his own grandmother: 

“A good life is like a good book: it is a thing of last- 
ing value, its radiauce and inspiration lifting it above the 
realm of the mortal so that we may inhale its fragrance 
long after the infinitesimal period in which its pages are 
open to us. Like a fine book, it holds chapters and pass- 
ages which growtin meaning and beauty as they are stored 
up in the warmth of memory, man’s most prized posses- 
sion. And, like a flower put away in remembranee, its 
fragile loveliness remains to kindle again and again the 
deep significance which prompted its keeping. 

“Such a life was that of ‘Grandma’ Doubleday, my 
wife’s grandmother. When she passed away early yes- 
terday morning an earthly chapter of no ordinary char- 
acter was closed. Ilers was a life of keen appreciation and 
enjoyment, made so by constant activity and sustained 
interest in the things going on around her, though aided 
immeasurably by a grand sense of humor which her twink- 
ling eyes could not conceal. An avid reader, she found 
through her book clubs a happy pathway to fields she had 
not traveled. Generous, kind and considerate of others, 
she practiced the sort of religion that you and I would 
like to get credit for, and the sort that naturally made her 
beloved by her church friends and all who knew her. 

““Grandma’ Doubleday looked like grandmothers 
should look, and she was just as sweet and just as good as 
her face indicated. It was a privilege for me to eall her 
‘Grandma’, a privilege to talk to her, to see her nimble 
fingers busy on quilting or fancy work too beautiful to 
describe—usually a gift for someone else. 

‘‘We have some pictures taken in recent years of the 
four generations, with our ‘Binnie’ sitting on the lap of 
her adored ‘Nellie’, whose maiden name she proudly ac- 
quired. They are priceless now. 

“It’s pretty fine to have had royalty in the family.’’ 
And most grandmothers are like that—especially when they 

reach a ‘‘ripe old age.’’ The mother instinct becomes more and 
more outstanding as the years add to her glory and brighten 
the halo that shines from her eyes and countenance. If there 
ever was any bitterness in her early years it disappeared with 
the advancing years. If she had disappointments they have 
been forgotten and her supreme happiness is wonderful to see 
—and share. Her love for and devotion to her children are

The years may take her strength, but they only add to the 
sparkle in her eye and the beauty of her character. Her face 
may be wrinkled, but the wrinkles do not hide her sweet and 
contented smile, nor conceal the sweetness of her disposition.
